No action will be taken on matters that are not otherwise part of the agenda 

for the meeting. For subjects that are not otherwise part of the agenda for the meeting, 

Advisory Committee members may respond in accordance with Government Code, 

Section 551.042 and consider the feasibility of placing the matter on the agenda for a 

future meeting, or referring it to the board. In accordance with §206.93(i), any person 

wishing to address the Advisory Committee must complete a speaker's form at the 

registration table prior to the agenda item being taken up by the Advisory Committee. 

Public comments made in writing should be submitted to the Advisory Committee five 

business days in advance of the advisory committee meeting with sufficient copies for 

all members. Each speaker making a public comment in person at the meeting will be 

limited to three minutes, and time allotted to one speaker may not be reassigned to 

another speaker. 

 

Agenda items may be presented by the named presenters or other Advisory Committee 

members. 

 

Pursuant to Sections 30.06 and 30.07, Penal Code (trespass by license holder with a 

concealed or openly carried handgun), a person licensed under Subchapter H, Chapter 

411, Government Code (handgun licensing law), may not enter this property with a 

concealed handgun or a handgun that is carried openly.
